But the state coordinator lias received "no 
confirmolion" on the laboratory tests which 
stale and national officials arc processing. 

He speculated that tlic national center Is . 
"pretty, well bolnf{ flooded with requests" so It 
could be several wcc}(S before the results are 
received. 

"With the numl>cr of Isolated coses in 
WyomlnR. Colorado and Texas It seems like Its 
pretty well sprcod out nationally so we suspect 
there arecasesoccurrlnR In Idalio," Medlln said.

There Isn't a vaccine available to combat the 
Russian Hu and the only iroalmcnl available Is 
an expensive one for hlRli risk Indlvlduols which 
must be taken dally. ' . 

IIIkIi risk persons are Ihosc over 65 years old 
and individuals of any qrc who have a chronic 
Illness. 

The "normaliy healthy individual wouldn't 
have mofe than a. week's bout wUh It," Medlln 
said, adding that most persons are "more than 
strong enouRli lo combat" this type of Influenza.

to settle coal strike 



WASHINGTON ,[UP1) - Labor " Secretary Ray 
Marsholi called coal strike negotiators together today 
as the union spumed a management offer lo sclUc 
their TMay-old walkout with private, binding arbitra- 
tion. ,. p, 

Marshall scheduled an oftcrnMn meeting with 
United Mine Workers negotiators and the Ut»r 
E)cpartment said representatives of the UMW and 
Bituminous Coal Operators Association would meet 
tonight for the first (Imc since Saturday. 
^ "We're going lo"gol them together," a deparlmonl 
official said of the evening meeting. 

Management's call for voluntary — Instead of 
govemment-mandntcd - orbltratlon was not well 
received by the union. 

"No, we arc not," said a union spokesman when 
asked If the UMW was considering privotp arbitration. 

Al the White House, n souri-'c .-iald ndmlnktratlon 
officials held "very mtlc hope Ihiit Ihc union would 
accept" sudi amove. 

President Carter, pushing collective bnrglnlng as the 
first answer, has put off more drastic moves such as a 



Taft-Hartley back-to-work order, federal takeover of 
the mines, or binding arbitration set up by the 
govcmmonl. The later two require congressional 
action. 

The BCOA said both sides should voluntarily choose 
a private panel of Impartial abrllrators as "the fairest 
approach" to decide on the merits of the latest contract 

offer. ■ 

That contract was rejected overwhelmingly by the 
union when formal negotiations broke off Saturday at 3 

a.m. 

The proposed arbitration would address the merits 
of the BCOA contract accepted by the United Mine 
Workers negotiating team, but rejected 3M by the 
union bargaining council tost week. 

The BCOA called on the union "to Join us In 
voluntary binding Interest arbitration as {he fain»t 
approach to settling the current coal strike ... This step 
Is consistent with free collective bargaining and Is 
preferable to the loss which the economy Is now 
suffering." 

There was no immediate response from the union. 



Officials were not expected to warm to the Idea, since 
the union has already reached one nettlement with an 
Independent producer and is nearing others. 

Officials ol the Carter admlnlstraUon had pointed 
both parties hi the direction of collective bargaining, 
and said that Independent contracts could be a 
determining factor in a national contract. It was not 
known what the industry decision would mean 
regarding a govcmmiint-recommended contract 
Marshall was also weighing. 
The industry proposed: 
-That workers Immediately end thelrstrike. 
•That each side appoint one arbitrator and that they 
choose a chairman. 

■That the arbitration panel hear the merlta of the 
tentative pact agreed to by UMW- twgoUaton but 
rejected later by. the unlon'a bargaining council. 

-mat the sibltralars be appointed by Friday and 
that their hearings beginno later than Mardi 6. 

-That the panel must then reach a decision within IS 
days, and that both parties be bound lo the decision. 

The move ai^ared to shatter hopes the adminlstra* 
tlon held out for a negotiated settlement.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Panama's Gen. Omar 
Torrljos has known for years of drug trafficking by 
Pnnam,inian officials which prompted the Nixon 
admlnlslnilion In 1973 to consider asaaaslnatlng a key 
Panamanian official, the Senate has been Informed. 

The Senate moved into Its second day of secret 
scssldns today to continue scrutinizing persistent drug 
allegations against Torrljos family members and other 
high Panamlan officials. 

The Nixon administration plot for the "total and 
'complolo Itrimoblliiatlon" of one unidentified 
Panamanian official in January ond February 1073 
was never carried out, the Senate was told Tuesday by 
Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind,, the chairman of llu 
Intelligence Committee. 

Bayh said although the assassination . Idea was 
dropped, other devious efforts to pressure Panama 
Inib cracking down on drug traffickers were put Into 
effect, 

A public version of Bayh's report did not Identify the 
assassination largct. Cut a recent two-month UPI 
inquiry into the drug allegations Indicated it was 
probably Col. Manuel A. Noriega, chief of Panama's 



Inlclllgcncc services. 

A Justice Deparimcnl official acquainted wllh 
details of the plot declined to comment. 

Bayh's report corroborated various of the drug 
allegations uncovered In the UPI Invcsllgatlon.

He says someday he hopes to sec a state 
supported theater In Idaho, and more emphasis 
on theater skills In ldahD'SctT6&l3. . 

"I'd like to see a stale theaicr, one which Is 
supported by the state in the same way the state 
supports Its othor public Institutions," Kliss 
says. Recent state and federal support of the aria 
is encouraging, he says about federal grants 
being made to support thcolcr and other art 
forms. 

"This kind ot recognition of the arts Is a 
healthy beginning." he says.

Recently I went to the doctor tor midcycle spotting ond heavy 
. flowing menstrual periods. He did an endometrial biopsy and 
cxtiminaiion, diagnosing my condition is cndamctriosis and 
adeiiomybsls and recommendcda hysterectomy. . 

1 am familiar with the term endometriosis, but ani not sure of - 
what it ail mcffia. I hove never heard of adenomyosls. Could you 
elaborate on .these terms , also stat ing your ophUon on the 
HurgeryT Secms'-Iikb In this day of modem. medicines there 
should be other cures. availoble besides someUlWg' as final as 
surgery. Also, do.you recommend removal of tubes and ovaries 
aspartoflhosur'gory? 
Dear Reader, 

One of Ihc reasons your doctor did a biopsy was lo l>c able to 
look at the tissue under a microscope tor Intormalion that would 
help him decide if you needed surgery or not. 1 would certainly 
not ovomile his good Judgment unless another compelenl doctor 
looked at the tissues and surgical report and had good rea.son lo 
advise a different course of actioh. Just how those cells look has 
iilotiodo with what should be done. 

■ Whether Utft ovaries and tubes should also come out depends a 
totWwhal the surgeon finds when he can actually look at the

Spinks finds everyone wants part of him 



NEW YORK (UPl) ~ Leon Spinks Is 
young and still a IKUe naive. He ttiouRtit 
all his troubles were over, but now sees 
tlicy'rc only starting. 

As the new world lieavywelghl 
champion, everybody suddenly wants 
to get on his bandwagon, or better .yc(, 
to own a piece of htiri. Vqu know how ■ 
that works. Victory has a Uiousand 
rattlers; defeat is an orphan. 

In St. Louis, Spinks' manafjcr, Mitt 
Banies, said Top Rank Inc., offered 
him $1.5 million tor his 2-t-ycar-old 
tltlcholdcr, but Top Ratik President 
Bob Anim, to whom Spinks Is com- 
mitted tor his next six flglits,' denies 
that, saylng hc wouldn't give Barnes 15 
cents. 

Let's go back a bit to tlic Olympics in 
1976. 

Spinks was about to fight In the final 
- tor- the. light-heavy weight- gold-medal — 
Winning that medal meant everything 



to him and as he and Burnt'S. who had 
handled him since he was 10, walked 
down the street In Montreal, they talked 
not only about the medal but also of 
Leon's future In the professional ranks. 

Suddenly, Impulsively, the youRliful 
figtilcr turned toward the older man 
who had ted him, put him up In his own 
room and Ireokyi him as if he were his 
son down throuf^i the years. 

"Mitt, whatever you do, don't ever; 
sell me," pleadedLeon Spinks. 

"Don't worry," Barnes assured him. 
"I never will." 

This Is Milt Barnes' version of what 
happened In Montreal. 

On Aug- 1. 1976. the day alter winning 
his Olympic gold medal. SpInk5,siKned 
a contract making Barnes his manager. 
The contract was for tlirce years and 
gave Barnes the option to keep 
-rcnewlngltforasldnBasWyenrs. ,_ 

Part ol the contract reads "... the 



athlete atirecs he will' not take part In 
boxing contests or 'other exhibitions 
fxcept us directed by the manager ... 
and ihe) shall not allow his name to be 
used in any commercial enterprise 
whatsoever without first obtaining 
permission of hb mannRer to do so."

ST. LOUIS (UPI) — A few years back Ron Coleman, now 
rookie basketball coacli at SI, Louis University, watched a 
teenager named Leon Spinks beat up a fellow, high school 
student.
